The applicant's amendment and response filed 10/1 1/06 is not completely responsive to the previous Office action mailed 12/27/05 
for the following reasons: 

The response, while addressing other rejections and/or objections set forth in the previous Office action, does not address one 
rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. The previous Office action set forth that the phrase "the sequence information" recited 
in claim 18, line 1, lacks clear antecedent basis. There are "sequence information relating to at least one sample" and "sequence 
information relating to at least one reference" recited in claim 1, from which claim 18 depends. It is not clear which sequence 
information is meant in claim 18, the former, the latter, both or neither. The response filed 10/1 1/06 fails to respond to this rejection. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, 
applicant is required to complete the response within a time limit of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date 
of this letter, whichever is longer, or as extended as follows.
